FOLLOWING a long line of illustrious 
predecessors did the Shipwright^ by 
universal acclamation, become a Presi- 
dent. He wore the mantle of his race with a 
dignity and gracewhich has never been surpassed, 
and as had been predicted by the seers and sages 
of former ages he ruled the ^rtt^ with firmness 
and a wise discretion throughout his beneficent 
reign. 

For when the Shipwrighfs craft " The Odd- 
ship " was duly launched, it was christened with 
many a magnum of sparkling wine, and by the 
delicious irony of fate he himself became its 
Captain, supplying it with his own breezy figure- 
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head, surveying it from stem to stern, from keel 
to maintopgallant mast, selecting his Officers 
with a rare wisdom and keen perception of 
character, and, for twelve happy months, piloting 
its course and shaping its destinies with a skill 
so seamanlike that his devoted crew, the United 
Perfect Sette, declared the like was never 
known. 

His magnanimity to the Brethren on land or 
on sea was unceasing, and apart from the brilliant 
reception and entertainment at the Prince's 
Hall — when Mrs. Elgar and himself, with lavish 
prodigality, issued invitations to all and singular 
AM UolUtltnS and their countless friends — he 
right royally entertained those of his fraternity 
who could avail themselves of his hospitality on 
board the good ship "La Marguerite," from 
LcHidon to Boulogne and back; an excursion 
which has been rendered immortal by the 
Secretary and Keeper of the Log-book, in his 
thrilling and veracious history entitled "Odd 
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Volumes at Sea,'' a literary gem which has a 
setting all to itself later on in this Year-Boke. 

From the many eulogiums and pan^yrics 
passed upon the Shipwright during his year of 
office, some words of Sir Frederick Bramwell, 
eloquently and spontaneously uttered at the 
November Meeting when replying to the toast 
of "Our Guests," may be here appropriately 
inserted. 

Sir Frederick Bramwell said : — 

" I am very glad indeed to find myself here, 
but sorry to find that I have to return thanks for 
the Guests without a week's notice. I have 
known my friend the President for many, many 
years, and in an intimate connection with his 
name I have known of a safe ship, a fast ship, a 
trustworthy ship, a beautiful ship, and every 
kind of ship, except an odd ship !

After this 
expression of emotion, I feel considerable diffi- 
culty in bringing myself to my bearings." 
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So when, in the process of time, the Year's 
Voyage was completed, and the Ides of March 
again came round and the inevitable end 
arrived, the famous President passed, like odd 
ships in the night, to a haven of rest, and cast 
anchor alongside the Odd Councillors of old, 
renowned as great and good rulers of the ^^ttte, 
covered with a glory all his own, which will 
endure for ever in the traditions of the ©♦ U, 
fleet he loved so fondly, and served so well. 

Therefore as no more eloquence is needed 
for the year's history than the burning words 
of the President's Inaugural Address, the 
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exhaustive Retrospective Review given in his 
Valedictory utterance, and the brilliant and 
sometimes daring Minutes of the Secretary 
as recorded in his Journals, the present editor, 
after a passing word on the exceptional merits 
of the Scribe, and the reproduction of a 
trumpet note, self-blown, with no uncertain 
sound, by the melodious and mellifluous Master 
of the Ceremonies, has only to arrange in 
chronological order the story of a splendid reign ; 
and concludes this brief introduction by recalling 
the words of the Sailor President on finally 
entering port : —

BE it known that the ^^ Uolume 
intituled the Ready^Reckoner did not 
come out in numbers, and although first issued 
in one complete edition he was a tome 
of many parts. He was always surprising the 
Brethren by appearing with new illustrations, 
and there was no binding strong enough to keep 
hhn within the limits of the original text. In 
his dual capacity as Treasurer and Secretary, he 
was without blemish. Overflowing with exuber- 
ant hilarity, once entrusted with the Secretarial 
pen he made lavish use of it, and brought glory 
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to the office by his originality of conception, and 
by the exercise of a crisp and pretty wit The 
Epistles of Paul to the ® , l^esians were models 
of apostolic el^ance and propriety — sometimes. 
As a bom draughtsman he suipassed his prede- 
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cessors in black-and-white, and a ftagment of 
one of his many agenda papers, here reproduced 
in diminished grandeur, shows his happy frame 
of mind on that glorious first of June, which 
marked his complete assumption of duties as 
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the recorder of the evening's events in the 
merry month of May. 

In his loyalty to his chief he represoits the 
good ship " Oddship '' blowing up an unknown 
quantity x in truly British style. 

The battle scene speaks for itself, and its 
details are inscribed in the imagination of the 
Keeper of the ShipwHghfs log-book. 

As historian of an eventful year his Minutes 
speak volumes. Due justice cannot be done by 
simply transcribing them, as they were acted as 
well as written, and interspersed with many 
asides and interjections, conceived and born at 
the same moment ! 

His " Odd Volumes at Sea " needs no word 
of editorial comment, the wealth of imagery and 
lavish display of bon-mots being c^ themselves 
sufficiently bewildering and delightful to satisfy 
the most exacting reader. This voyage was 
remarkable as exhibiting the only occasion on 
which the Ready-Reckoner reckoned without his 
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host, and approached dangerously near insubor* 
dination by refusing on that gala-day to cast up 
his accounts. 

He was the menufacturer of many Menus and 
the originator of daring though dainty dishes. 
In the refectory of the consistory of Franciscan 
Friars, President Francis Elgar was careful 
that the table should always be elegantly spread, 
and the Secretary carried out this intention well 
and faithfully, being first and sole inventor of 
the hors (PcsuvreSy " ©♦ U'g on toast," a design 
in which the anchovy and the tgg struggled for 
supremacy in forming the monogram sacred to 
the S^tte. 

A musician of high order, the Secretary was 
master of many instruments and familiar with 
many melodies from England to Japan. In a 
burst of gallantry and terpsichorean enthusiasm, 
and anticipating the delights of exercise in the 
revels of the Gaudy Night, he dashed off, for the 
stimulation of the light fantastic toe^ 2kiv ^^ O^'^ 
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Volume Polka," dedicated to the gracious lady 
who shared, as well as contributed to, the good 
President's triumphs on that eventful evening. 

The title-page of the published "Polka" is 
adorned by the hand of a Pilgrim Father as 
thus : —

OF HIS ODDSHIP, BROTHER FRANCIS ELGAR, 

LL.D., Shipwright^ fifteenth president, 

DELIVERED BEFORE THE SETTE AT LIMMER'S 

hotel, may 4, 1 894. 
Brethren and Guests, — 

MY brother ©♦17/0 have done me the 
great honour of electing me President 
of the %t\Xt. I cannot find that I, one of 
the humblest of the Supplemental Volumes, 
have done anything to earn, or deserve, 
such distinction. Neither do I feel it in 
me to be or to do what the interests of the 
^t\\Z require of the President. I enter upon 
the duties of the office with grav^ dovsfex. ^\A 
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errors and shortcomings were animated by the 
highest and best motives — ^and that I spared no 
time or effort in my unwisdom to achieve results 
that may have proved unfortunate. 

While thus fully aware of the difficulty and 
great importance of the task I have undertaken, 
I am also profoundly sensible of, and grateful 
for, the compliment and honour of being elected 
by my brother ®W UolttHtesS to preside over 
this eminent, unique, and agreeable ^^$tt0. 
Some of my pleasantest and most profitable 
hours have been spent here under the wise 
and genial rule of certain of my illustrious 
predecessors — the long roll of whom extends 
from our immortal Librarian^ Brother Quaritch, 
to our giDod and admirable ex-President and 
Artificer^ Brother Hollingsworth. Time 
would fail me in any adequate attempt to 
expatiate upon the high qualities and shining 
merits that characterised our former Presidents, 
covered them with glory, gave lustre and dis- 
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tinction to the ^t\XZy and helped to make us 
what we are. They were men whom anyone 
might be proud to follow. The highest praise 
any ®))l)| Volume could receive from his 
Brethren is to be thought not unworthy to 
nink with them. 

I must say one word more, however, about 
our worthy ex-President, Brother Hollings- 
WORTH, one of the most popular, amiable, and 
successful Presidents our history records. He 
charmed us all by the wisdom, tact, dignity, 
and grace with which he performed the func- 
tions belonging to the chair ; and we have all 
been drawn closer to him by his sympathy, 
courtesy, and true kindness of heart. No Pre- 
sident has ever done more to earn the respect 
and affection oi the Brethren, and to win his 
way to their hearts.

I 
promise, however, that the confidence thus 
shown shall not be abused, and that I will do 
everything in my power, at all times, to promote 
the welfare of the S^te, to uphold its dignity, 
to aid in carrying out its objects, to promote 
peace, harmony, and brotherly love among the 
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#)lll ^XA,vm»^ and to help the Brethren to 
make the £^e agreeable and attractive tp the 
distinguished Gyests who honour and gratify us 
l^ ^heir presence at our Board. 

Hie objects we especially cultivate in this 
J^ftte are Conviviality and Mutual Admira- 
tioiiT— and what objects are more worthy the 
efforts -of wise and good men — or bring truer 
delight or more solid satisfaction in the pur- 
suit Our conviviality has nothing about it 
gffifis or debasing. It is an intellectual fe^^sdnig 
tagether, the meeting of mind with mind, 
and the enjoyment of those high cuid rare 
qualities which each ®«17« finds in his brother 
members of the £ctte. It is tempered and 
etevated by mutual admiration, which promotes 
charity and love for our fellows, and forms a 
powerful check upon selfishness, vanity, and 
conceit We try to discover and appreciate 
tibe merits of others, and to test by com- 
parison our own defects and errors The ^b\^iQ!)i&

in question, although two in name are in reality 
but one, in our case ; or, rather, they are com- 
plementary to each other — not separate and 
distinct — and blend together in an unity 
that is harmonious and complete. For it is 
impossible that the Members of this ^ettf 
should be convivial without becoming con- 
scious of an immediate and rapid growth in 
warmth and volume of the admiration they 
always have for their gifted Brethren. This 
growth of admiration in the bosom of each 
brother for his fellows reaches a pitch, under 
the genial influences that prevail amongst us, 
which would be insupportable but for the 
knowledge and feeling each ®Vti 'VtAWSM pos- 
sesses that he is equally the object of enthu- 
siastic admiration by the rest of the Brethren. 
As we thus fill and overflow with mutual ad- 
miration and aflection under the pleasing and 
gentle excitement of conviviality, so does this 
increase of mutual admiration re-act upon and

stimulate our conviviality, raising it ever to 
greater and still greater heights. We become 
lifted out of, and above, ourselves, and carried 
away into r^ons of happiness and complete 
satisfaction with ourselves and our Brother 
©♦T^*'0, such as those who have not been 
initiated into our Mysteries have no power of 
comprehending. 

It might be thought by one hearing, for the 
first time, this account of our objects and of the 
manner in which we pursue them, that, in order 
to become a successful ®«1^«^ an exceptionally 
strong constitution, both physical and mental, 
would be imperative. But I assure any such 
that the wind is beautifully tempered in this 
respect to the ©•'H* lamb. Our conviviality 
is of a quality that buoys us up and makes us 
able to endure the strain and stress of mutual 
admiration ; while the sustaining power, and 
feelings of satisfaction and self-sufficiency, drawn 
from an atmosphere of mutual admiration ^bk.VL 
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is strong and genuine, prove an infallible pi^ 
ventive of that depressing reaction, and thcide 
painful sensations of sadness and remofsei 
which often follow an excess of conviviality 
under ordinary and les» favourable condition. 
No one of our Brethren has ever been knowti to 
suffer ill consequences through excessive 'Mn- 
sumption of physical or mental stimtilaifts 
during the time we remained together, united 
in a perfect ^^t All cases that havte eomt 
to our knowledge, where there was any (Chtttge 
or suspicion to the contrary, have proved, iip<M 
investigation, to be directly traceable to vepte- 
hensible or imprudent acts committed £Lfter 'tiie 
S^itt^ broke up. 

There is nothing which operates more {kl^l<&- 
fuUy to promote mutual admiration in this ^ajMt 
than the reading of a paper upon, or the disietts- 
sion of, some learned, curious, interesting, •dr 
amusing subject by one of the Brethr^, at Ottr 
Meetings. Upon such occasiiMis the fountains 
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of z^i^folodf^Qn are sm opened up,, and the Brethren 
wbo* ^e good enough to do their best for the 
eolig^tenment or entertainment of the ij^lttf 
ar^. di^liiged and almost in peril of bei^g 
djTQiiv^n^ by the floods that pour forth. I api 
g^dt to be able to announce that we are rich 
in. anticipations pf brilliant discourse and ex- 
Qelletit entertainment during the coming year. 
I. may tiel} you of one or two things we m^y 
h/c^pe for;^ but we can only hope, as yet, for 
notlung is definitely settled. We may expect 
tbAt the inewly-elected Brethren will come out 
sti^png^ and, charm us with something novel, 
ii^t^r^ticig^ and piquant I look with con$- 
4enQe) which I try^t will be justified by events, 
to Brother Wheatley, our Recorder^ for a paper 
cg^tainin^ the passages that have been omitted, 
^litt^ the best intentions, from the very complete 
2^ excellent edition of " Pepys' Diary " he is 
riaw giving to the world. Brother Wh£atley 
hiNSiy I believe^ repented his action in s^^^^xQi^$% 
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some really good sayings of the worthy Pepys ; 
and does not desire to keep them to himself any 
longer. I understand that some of the things 
he kept back are more interesting, and more 
characteristic of Pepys and his times, than any 
he has allowed to appear in the printed " Diary." 
We may, therefore, look forward to an eventful 
evening when Brother Wheatlev will throw 
up his hand, and enlighten us as to what the 
brackets and stars in the new edition of the 
immortal " Diary " stand in place of. Then we 
have a sure and certain hope of another newly- 
elected brother. Professor Anderson, our Chi- 
rurgeon. No man would be better able, or is 
more likely, to give us a charming discourse 
upon beauty of form, especially of the human 
form divine; or to explain to us what are the 
reasons— physiological, intellectual, or other- 
wise — ^why the artistic representation of beauty 
of human form should have a different effect, 
and suggest different ideas, under the climatic 
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and other conditions peculiar to the West of 
Scotland, than under the normal conditions that 
prevail elsewhere; and particularly why such 
representations should exercise a violent dis- 
turbing influence over the minds of great, good, 
and wise men, such as the Bailies of the City of 
Glasgow are believed to be.

THE foUowit^; is a correct account of 
the proceedings, which the new and 
unwonhy Secretary trusts will be preferred 
to the Cooke's stuff on which the Sttte 
has been, for twelve long months, so lavishly 
r^jaled. Th£ meeting was a crowded one in 
expectation ctf the ceremonies of Installation, 
for which the merry spring time has often 
been con^icuous. The guests were numerous, 
hamoroQs, and distinguished, many of thenv 
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being introduced to the Brethren for the first 
time ; and most of them evidently enjoyed the 
dismissal of the old officers quite as much as the 
reception of the new. 

The Secretary, Brother Conrad W. Cooke, 
read the Minutes of the last open meeting, in 
a style every way worthy of his distinguished 
mode during his just expiring term of office. 

The toast of " The Queen " was drunk with 
every indication of loyalty.

silver snuff box, most happily inscribed, and 
eoqpfessed the hope that he, his children, and 
his children's children would look upon it 
with regard for many long years to come. 
The outgoing President returned sincerest and 
heartiest thanks for so splendid a gift, which 
he assured his hearers would be a lifelong 
memento of happy times. 

The new President, Brother Frakcis Elgar, 
ULD., Shipwrigkt^y^zs then, amidst the unalloyed 
enthusiasm of the Brethren, led to the quarter- 
deck of the Odd Ship, and caused to be run up 
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to the masthead a signal which the Antiquary 
deciphered by the aid of his monocle to run as 
follows : — 

" Elgar expects that each ©• 'V* will this 
year do his duty." 

The President next delivered, in a masterly 
manner, the eloquent Inaugural Address which 
duly appears in this IT^atHBoft^. 

His new Oddship then called upon the new 
Officers to address the Meeting. 

The Vice-President, Vice-Admiral Manning, 
the Seer^ said he proudly accepted this office 
instead of that of President.

The le^rd Meeting of the Sette of Odd Volumes^ held at 
Limmef's Hotels June ist, 1894. Jlis Oddsh^^ 
Brother Francis Elgar, LL.D., Sh^wnght^ in 
the Chair* 

AFTER the toast of "Her Majesty the 
Queen" had been duly drank, Biothor 
MoRT Thompson, the Historic^rapker^ in a 
few words, drew the attention of the £ftt9 
to the loss the world of letters had sustained 
by the death of Mr. Edmund Yates, a genial 
and welcome guest at their table, and proposed 
"The pleasant memory of Edmund Yates," 
which toast was drank in silence. 

The Secretary then read the minutes of the

After commenting on the difference betwt 
the wooden walls of old England and 1 
modern ironclads, he gave a graphic and thrill 
account of his engagement in the glorious victi 
of the ist of June, which was listened to w 
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rapt attention by the Brethren. His Lordship 
then summed up the probabilities of victory by 
stating that as one smut on an Admiral's nose 
might lose an action, it therefore depends greatly 
upon the firemen and stokers on each side. 

Brother Charlbs Holme proposed, and 
Brother Hamilton seconded, that a letter of 
condolence be sent to Brother Le Gallienne, 
who had just lost his young wife. 

Brother Tyler (Lord Mayor), Stationer^ then 
rose and proposed Alderman Sir Stuart Knill, 
Bart., LL.D., as a member of the ^t\^Z Of 
®1lly Uolume0, Brother Hollingsworth 
seconding the same. 

Brother Brown thirded the same. 

The President, Brother Elgar, proposed 
Mr. Arthur Di6sy for membership. Brother 
Anderson seconding the proposal. 

The President then called upon Brother 
SiLVANUS to light up the dark corners in optics 
he had promised to reveal 
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" Opticks," said the Sage, " hath many mar- 
vels." 

The learned Brother Silvanus showed up 
some odd comer lights, not so well known but 
not less beautiful than others of a more common 
character. The demonstrations so lucidly ex- 
plained, consisted of projections upon the 
screen of experiments concerning polarization 
of light, and its use in discriminating true gems 
from false. Also concerning Diffraction and 
Complefhentary Colours, all elaborate, delicate, 
and beautiful in the highest degree.

The i66tA Muting of the Sette of Odd Volumes^ held at 
Limmet^s Hotel, October 12th, 1894. Bis Oddskip, 
Brother Francis Elgar, LL.D., Shipwrights in 
the Chair, supported by a distinguished number of 
Brethren and Guests, 

AFTER the Royal toasf had been drunk 
with loyalty, the Minutes of the 164th 
meeting were read and confirmed. 

A breezy account of the 165th meeting, held 
at sea on board "La Marguerite," was then 
read by the Secretary. It purported to be 
a translation from the French of Monsieur 
Godfrey de Bouillon (fleet), special cor- 
respondent of a well-known French journal 

These Minutes having also been confirmed, 
the presentation of many distinguished Guests 
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followed : — amongst whom were Sir Simeon 
Stuart (Qty Marshal), the Hon, Macaulay 
Browne, Sir Horace Grubb, Professor C. V. 
Stanford, Captain S. Eardl^-Wilmot, R.N., and 
Professor Laughton, of King's College. 

His Oddship proposed the toast of the 
" Guests," descanting upon their eminence and 
social qualities; and he called upon Captain 
Eardley-Wilmot and Mr. Lascelles for reply. 

Captain Eardley-WUmot told an anecdote of 
a British officer who was requested, after making 
an inspection of a Chinese junk, to give his 
ofnnion in writing, and replied that he was not 
a "writee-man, but a talkee-talkee man;" and 
he turned this answer to his own account by 
reversing it, and suggesting that the Brethren 
should read his works, which are very fine. 

Mr. Lascelles felt like a folio amongst duo- 
decimos, and had enjoyed himself vastly. 

His Oddship then proposed the health of the 
new Brother, the Portreeve^ Alderman Sir 
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Stuart Knill, Bart, and trusted that he 
would, in ®* U* wisdom, be as great a credit 
to the Sbtttt as he was to the City of I/mdon. 
The Toast was drunk by the Brethren and 
Guests with enthusiasm. 

The Portreeve having replied to the Toast 
of his health, the Laureate^ Brother Wilsey 
Martin, poured forth a loyal Sonnet in honour 
of the birth of Prince Edward of York (p. 92). 

Brother Quaritch displayed a collection of 
" Broadsides " of the early part of the century, 
written during the Napoleonic scare ; and in the 
course of his amusing and clever remarks, 
intimated that what he feared most from our 
Gallic neighbours was a descent upon the 
priceless treasures of 15, Piccadilly. He also 
showed several exceedingly interesting French 
works of the last century.

Brother Wheatley showed an excellent speci- 
men of English bookbinding ; 

Brother Anderson exhibited a Korean snuff- 
box and some Japanese sketch-books of great 
interest ; 

Brother Todhunter displayed a copy of 
verses written for his children, and beautifully 
engrossed by Brother York Powell ; also some 
excellent photographs ; 

Brother Cooke exhibited a fine copy of 
"Orbis Terrarum," containing some gorgeous 
heraldic coats-of-arms of divers Cities — ^an unique 
work. 

The proceedings terminated by a vote of 
thanks to His Oddship, which was carried 
with acclamation, the Brethren (after Brother 
Quaritch's remarks) asseverating that they 
would do their utmost in the sacred cause of 
the Empire.

The i6ph Meeting of the Sette of Odd Volumes^ held at 
Limnier's Hotels November 2ndf 1894. His Oddship, 
Brother Francis Elgar, LL.D., Shipwright ^ in 
the Chair. 

HIS Oddship proposed, and the company 
drunk with fervour, the health of "Her 
Majesty the Queen;" and the Minutes of 
the preceding meeting were then read and 
confirmed. 

Brother Manning begged the acceptance by 
the £^tte and Guests of an elegant brochure 
on the subject of "Mary Ann at Margate,'^ 
MHhich was received by one and all with great 
interest and pleasure, especially as some eminent 
®.17.'0 figured in the ballad. 
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Brother Mort Thompson read a poem 
entitled, "Sea Doggerel by a Landlubber," 
which caused much merriment; and the Pre- 
sident requested the learned Brother to let him 
have a copy of the verses, to which Brother 
Thompson most graciously acceded.* 

Brother Todhunter proposed a vote of con- 

* Brother Thompson afterwards apologized in 
the following terms : — 

'' For me to have presumed to read my doggerel 
before the distinguished President of the Royal 
Society, many Fellows of that august body, aukl 
others of the conscript Others of science and 
culture, was indeed desipere^ but scarcely in loco. 
And yet, the good-humoured tolerance extended 
by these gentlemen of high attainment to my post- 
prandial, bantering versicles, only confirmed my 
experience that it is safer and better to play the 
fool before really wise men, who dare be merry on 
occasion, than before solemn fools, mere wiselings, 
whose profoundly sage aspect is but actors' make^ 
up^ which would be endangered by a smile, and 
irretrievably ruined by an honest laugh.'' 
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dolence with Brother Brodie-Innes, in his 
recent bereavement, and the Secretary was 
instructed to convey the same to him. ^ The 
Brethren introduced their Guests at the usual 
length; they included some of the most emi- 
nent Fellows of the Royal Society, and many 
men of great note, including Lord Kelvin, Presi- 
dent of the Royal Society, Professors Crookes, 
Lockyer, Dewar, Roberts-Austen, and Meldola, 
Sir Frederick Bramwell, Sir George Johnson, 
Sir John Evans, Sir James Linton (an old 
®. 17.), President of the Royal Institute of 
Painters in Water Colours, and many others of 
high standing in the scientific world. 

The President proposed the toast of the 
'' Guests," which was equivalent to that of the 
Royal Society, so many of its leading members 
being present; and he said it was extremely 
gratifying to a small body like the ^^ettf Of ®)l)l 
17o(U1ltl0 to enjoy the royal society of such 
numerous and illustrious guests, and to meet 
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iftce to face, and sit cheek by joid, with men 
whose names were household words. The fore- 
most idea of the founders of the Sbtitt Of 0M 
170llltlU0 had been the bringing togedier of 
men of different aims and ideas, through the 
medium of a common love of books, and a not 
imcommon love of table festivities. Possibly 
the objects of the regal founder of the Royal 
Society were not so very different 

The serious side of the evening was now 
to be displayed, but he would first ask the 
Brethren to join with him in drinking the toast 
of the "Guests," coupled with the names of 
Sir Frederick Bramwell and Sir John Evans. 

Sir Frederick BramweU, replying, remarked 
that he had known the President in connection 
¥nth a safe ship, and a beautiful ship, but never 
as an Oddship ; he further explained that His 
Oddship, in his eulogies of the Guests, had 
omitted a characteristic to which he personally 
laid claim, as representing those who really do

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the work of the world, namely, that of respect- 
able mediocrity. 

Sir John Evans also replied for the Guests, and 
thought the Royal Society had a common bond 
of union with the ^Z\HZ in that both bodies 
issue a certain number of volumes annually ; 
with the difference — that he could not con- 
scientiously recommend over-perusal of the 
ponderous tomes for which he (the Treasurer of 
the Royal Society) was partly responsible, though 
the Volumes in question were often Odd enough. 
Biother Wheatley, the Recorder^ then read 
his promised paper on the "Early Days of 
the Royal Society," which greatly interested all 
present, especially the learned Fellows, who 
received it with enthusiasm. 

. Lord Kelvin (at the request of the President) 
addressed the meeting, and expressed, on behalf 
of all, the great pleasure felt in listening to such 
a vivid description of the early days of the Royal 
Society. The Society originated at a time wheiv 
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men were getting tired of political strife, and 
wished to air their energies in some quieter field 
i)f action than civil warfare. Numerous other 
societies had sprung up, and were regarded as 
co-operators by the Royal Society in promoting 
natural knowledge. 

Sir John Evans followed in the same strain, 
and gave a general invitation to the Srttf Of 
®Vt^ UoltltlWjei to come and see the treasures of 
Burlington House. 

Professor Norman Lockyer said he had been 
gratified to find, on a visit to France some 
years back, that the College de France had been 
founded as the result of a commission of enquiry 
sent over to examine into the working of Gres- 
ham College. 

Professor Roberts-Austen also made some 
remarks, in reference to the query as to why 
St. Andrew was the patron saint of the Society ; 
and he explained, to the satisfaction of the 
company, the right of the saint to its title. 
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Dr. Lauder Brunton followed, and suggested 
that it would be interesting if the origin of the 
Society could be traced still further back. He 
was obliged to dififer from Brother Wheatley in 
objecting to Sir Kenelm Digby as a crank ; for 
are there not cranks in the present day, and 
are they not v.ery useful pieces of machinery? 

Professor Dewar delivered a racy speech, 
and stated that, in common with the ®, U/j5l, 
he entertained a very high opinion of Brother 
Wheatley. 

Brother Wheatley thanked the S^t^ ^'^'^ 
the speakers for the encomiums on his paper; 
and the remainder of the evening passed in 
pleasant and interesting conversation between 
the Brethren and Guests.

THE President drank to the health of 
Her Most Gracious Majesty, Queen 
Victoria, remarking that the (&ti^ Uolum^ 
were ever a loyal assembly. 

Brother Lane generously presented to the 
Brethren and Guests an etched portrait of 
Thomas Hardy, by Mr. William Strang. 

Brother Silvanus Thompson having pro- 
posed a vote of thanks to Brother Lane : — 

Brother Holme moved, as an amendment, 
that Mr. Strang, who was present, should be 
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invited to add to the value of the gift by 
appending his signature. 

The motion and amendment having been 
carried nem, con,y and given effect to; and 
Brother Lane having modestly thanked the 
Brethren and Guests for their reception of his 
little gift, the subject dropped, and Mr. Strang, 
who had not bargained for dining with a pencil 
in his hand, left for Scotland to finish his meal 
there. 

The Minutes of the last meeting were read 
and passed. 

His Oddship then called upon the Brethren 
to introduce their Guests according to ®. V, 
custom. They included men of Letters, Science, 
and Art, including Mr. Anthony Hope, the 
famous "Prisoner of Zenda," Mr. Arthur 
Hacker, A.R.A., Mr. Edmund Gosse, Sir Thos. 
Sutherland, M.P., of P. and O. fame, and many 
others. 

The President proposed the toast of the 
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" Guests." A delightful characteristic of their 
meetings was that each set of Guests who 
honoured them with their presence was more 
distinguished and charming than that of the 
preceding meeting. What had prevailed up to 
the present time, held good that evening. No 
set of Guests ever approached nearer to that 
absolute perfection which they were taught to 
believe impossible. That evening they had 
with them those who sang of life pure as the 
stars, or as impure as hell ; those who 

" as imagination bodies forth the fonns of things 
unknown, the poet's pen 
Turns them to shapes, and gives to airy nothing 
A local habitation and a name." 

He referred to poets and other men of letters 
by whom they were surrounded that evening; in 
fact, they had a regular "Poets* Comer'' at 
his end of the table. He would, therefore, 
propose " The Health of the Guests," coupling 
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therewith the names of Sir Thomas Suther- 
land (he would not undertake to say he was a 
poet, and, on the other hand, he could not say 
he was not), Monsieur Gabriel Mourey, and 
also Mr. Anthony Hope. 

Sir Thomas Sutherland, in the course of a 
long and happy speech, thanked the President 
for so kindly introducing him, and remarked 
that he felt much trepidation in attempting, 
with so many men of letters around him, to 
prove he was a poet; but in view of the imkind 
remark of the President that he would not 
undertake to say he was one, he would give 
them a stanza in reply to a query as to why a 
vessel is always called SHE : 

** We makes her snug at night," said he, 
" And that's the reason we calls her SHE." 

Monsieur Gabriel Mourey responded briefly 
in French, and thanked the S^tte for the 
generous welcome extended to him, and praised 
the elevated tone of Art in England. 
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Mr. Anthony Hope also briefly responded, 
with a few well-chosen words of thanks to the 

Mr. Edmund Gosse was invited by the 
President to introduce the subject of the even- 
ing : " The Poetry of William Barnes.*' 

Mr. Gosse described, in graphic language, his 
first meeting with William Barnes, and passed on 
to a less happy occasion when he took his last 
farewell of the aged poet at Winterbourne. 
His opinion then was, and he had not changed 
it, that Mr. William Barnes ought fitly to be 
styled the Theocritus of Syracruse of Dorset- 
shire, and that his fame would stand high when 
others more noisy were forgotten. 

Mr. Raymond then proceeded to recite, with 
true Wessex fire, a few (alas ! too few) character- 
istic poems of William Barnes, which were 
received with great enthusiasm. They were : 
I. "Praise o' Dorset"; 2. " The Woodlands " ; 
3. "The Girt Woak Tree that's in the Dell," and 
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others ; and when he had ended a sigh went up 
from the company. 

• Brother York Powell (at the request of 
his Oddship) expressed, on behalf of the 
5)rtt^ their very hearty thanks to Mr. Walter 
Raymond for his recitations. 

Brother Le Gallienne felt he had never 
known the poems of William Barnes as he had 
heard them that night. He thought that 
poetry of that sort went to the heart mere than 
classic phrases of Milton, who was a great poet 
in his way. He then drew a simile and contrast 
between Mr. Raymond's works and those of 
Thomas Hardy, much to the credit of the 
former gentleman. 

Mr. Raymond responded with thanks to the 
Srtt$ for their flattering reception. He then 
sketched his various steps towards success with 
a publisher, and said that with the invitation to 
dine with the i^etto he had reached the summit 
of his ambition. 
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Brother Holuncsworth proposed a vote 
of thanks to Brother Mort Thompson for the 
gift of " Sea- Doggerel, by a Landlubber." 

Brother Thompson stated that he had merely 
drawn a hvely picture of the scene on board 
La Marguerite, so it could only be called the 
work of a brother on the Quay-vive. 

Brother Vesabi.es seconded the vote of 
thanks, which was carried nem. con., and Brother 
Mort Thompson returned thanks to the ^rttf , 
and the toast of his Oddship closed in the 
proceedings.

The 169M Meeting of the Sette of Odd Volumes, held nt 
Limmet's Hotel, fanuary ^h, 1895. His Oddship, 
Brother Francis Elgar, LL.D., Shipwright^ in 
the Chair, 

AFTER the Royal toast had been drunk 
by the Brethren and Guests, the Minutes 
of the last meeting were read and confirmed. 
Brother East mentioned that Mr. Coventry 
Patmore had intended to be present at the 
previous meeting and speak upon the works 
of the poet Barnes, but was prevented by 
illness. 
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The Guests, who were numerous and distin- 
guished, were then, according to ®. 1J. custom, 
introduced by the Brethren to the President, 
who proposed the Toast of their health, and 
said that, although he did not suffer from lack 
of information, after the various introductions 
by the Brethren, as to the respective merits of 
the Guests, yet he felt his utter inability to 
attempt to do justice to the subject or to propose 
their health in anything like fitting terms ; he 
eould only add that it being their first meeting 
of the New Year, he would express on behalf of 
the Sette of ©ill UolumWI, the great grati- 
fication it was to him to propose a very hearty 
New Year's welcome to the Guests, coupling 
with the toast the names of Dr. Dyce Brown 
and Mr. Gleeson White. 

Dr. Dyce Brown thanked the President and 
Brethren for the extremely kind manner in which 
they had drunk the health of the Guests. He 
appreciated very highly the honour they had 
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done him in selecting him to respond to the 
toast ; that being the first meeting of the New 
Year, they esteemed it a special pleasure to be 
there, seeing what a distinguished Society the 
^ttXt Of ®^ UoIUtneiS was. it was the most 
unique Society in the British Empire, and the 
envy of all foreign nations. He took this from a 
well-known French paper, which published the 
statement. 

Mr. Gleeson White thanked the Brethren 
for the honour they had done him, and sug- 
gested that instead of the Hosts introducing 
their Guests, the Guests should introduce their 
Hosts. 

Brother Brown then congratulated the Srtte 
on the advent of the New Year. The ^t^t 
was as prosperous as ever ; in fact, he thought 
he might say there was never a time when the 
Society was in a more flourishing state than at 
present. He was sorry to note the absence of 
several friends, amongst whom were their faithful 
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Librarian Brother Quaritch, Sir George 
Tyler, Brother Venables, and others. 

Brother Silvanus was asked by the President 
to reply for the absent Brethren, and expressed 
his regret that they were not with them. He then 
went on to instance several cases of Brethren 
who had found the Sb^^ttZ a stepping-stone to 
honours : ex-Lord Mayor Tyler having been 
created a baronet, and Sir Stuart Knill having 
attained the dignity of Lord Mayor — ^in fact, he 
himself was elected an F.R.S. after becoming an 
®. U., and, to sum up, an ®. U, could not 
Jieip receiving distinction. 

The toast of the absent Brethren was drunk 
in silence. 

Brother Sir Stuart Knill rose, and said he 
was proud to be asked to propose the health 
and congratulations to one of their S^rtt^ who 
had been selected for the honour of succeeding 
such great men as Freeman and Froude in the 
post of Regius Professor of Modem History a 
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Oxford. They were proud of their Ignoramus^ 
and the world would be proud of Frederick 
York Powell. (Great applause.) 

Brother Clarke conceived it to be a very 
high compliment to be asked to second the 
vote of congratulation, which their Brother, Sir 
Stuart Knill, had proposed with deserved 
encomiums.

ALL previous displays of mutual admiration 
were eclipsed when Mrs. Francis Elgar 
and His Oddship received their numerous 
guests at the Institute of Painters in Oil Colours, 
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on that eventful Friday evening in January, 
when a ball, the brightest and best of the 
season, made the first month of the year one 
never to be foigotten. About four hundred 
invitations were accepted, and the Brethren 
vied with each other in giving their friends the 
opportunity of enjoying so unique a function. 
The brilliant specimens of art which adorned 
the walls paled in the presence of the living and 
moving pictures which glided about the rooms 
until the small hours of the morning. There 
was no need of artificial pigment in all that 
galaxy of beauty, for the glow of health tinted 
every cheek with its incomparable hues. The 
giddy dance, for which every programme was 
full to overflowing, was enlivened by delightful 
music, and Brother Bevan's "Odd Volume 
Polka," dedicated to Her Oddship, Mrs. Francis 
Elgar, was a most charming feature. Sev^l of 
the Brethren made valuable contributions to the 
evening's entertainment. 
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Among the exhibits, Brother Quaritch, as 
Librarian^ furnished many gems of literature,

Edison's talking doll; smoking automaton; 
mechanical singing bird; magnetic toy. 

Brother Silvanus, MagneHzer^ exhibited 
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autographs and portraits of distinguished persons, 
including: — Charles II. and Pepys (on one 
document), Queen Elizabeth, Sir Humphrey 
Davy, Michael Faraday, Erasmus Darwin, John 
Dalton, Josiah Wedgwood, Sir David Brewster, 
Sir John W. F. Herschell. 

In concluding this very brief notice of a

TAs 170/A Meeting of the Sette of Odd Volumes^ held at 
Limmer's Hotel, February ist, 1895. ffts Oddship, 
Brother Francis Elgar, LL.D., Shipwright, in 
the Chair, 

THE Toast of the Queen having been given, 
the Minutes of the previous Meeting 
were read and approved. 

The Guests were then introduced to the 
President, according to custom; they included 
many gentlemen well known in literary circles. 

The President gave the toast of the Guests, 
and coupled with it the names of The Chevalier 
L. von Jedina, Sir Trevor Lawrence, and Mr. 
Henry Holland. 

The Chevalier, in a most humorous speech. 
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referred to the alarm he felt when he opened 
the ®. 17. invitation, fearing it was a summons 
to the Court which took other than Admiralty 
cases in its moments of leisure. As a sailor, he 
felt too much at sea to answer for landsmen, but 
anyhow, he was gratified at the hospitality he 
had enjoyed that evening. 

Sir Trevor Lawrence responded in suitaole 
terms, and 

Mr. Henry Holland said he felt his position, 
where he sat that evening, peculiarly odd. On 
one side of him he found Mr. W. Archer, Mr. 
Heinemann, and Mr. Davidson, all exponents 
of the new realistic literature ; and on the other 
side, the pious and virtuous representative of 
1 86, Strand. 

The President then called on Brother Huish 
to read his long waited-for paper on " Chinese 
Snuflf Bottles." 

Brother Huish {Artsman) at once complied ; 
and was frequently interrupted by well-deserved 
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applause. It showed to advantage that clear 
grip of his subject and careful attention to jbotail 
that has always distinguished the Artsman^ aii^o. 
was most interesting. »x 

The President made an appeal to the Brethren 
and Guests present to say something. 

The Pilgrim said he knew of but one book 
that treated on the subject, and that he had 
brought with him It. contained water-colour 
drawings of these beautiful objects. He thought 
the thanks of the Brethren were due to Brother 
HuiSH for his valuable addition to the literature 
of the subject, which till that evening had been 
too little known. 

Brother Hollingsworth regretted he knew 
next to nothing about Chinese snuff bottles, 
although he considered himself a connoisseur 
of "Blue and White China," his work upon 
which had received graceful mention in the 
ArtsmatCs paper.

Brother Huish was further requested to allow 
his paper to be printed as one of the Opuscula 
of the %mz. 

Brother Huish said he would have much 
pleasure in granting the permission. 

Brother Le Gallienne proposed Mr. C 
St John Hornby as a candidate for member- 
ship. Brother Venables seconded the nomina- 

The President proposed as a candidate 
Captain Sidney Eardley-Wilmot, R.N., who was 
also seconded by Brother Venables, and 
Brother Silvanus proposed Mr. H. C. Marillier 
who was seconded by the President.

Brother MoRT Thompson proposed the health 
of Brother Quaritch, who had been kept away 
by illness. Brother Huish seconded this, and the 
President having directed the Secretary to write 
to Brother Quaritch conveying the Brethren's 
regrets at his absence, the toast was drunk in 
silence. 

Brother John Lane proceeded to present v 
every Brother and Guest with a copy of his 
new Maiden's Catechism, "The First Step," 
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for which a cordial vote of thanks was accorded 
to him. 

Brother Clarke proposed the health of the 
President, coupled with a vote of thanks to Her 
Oddship, for the charming entertainment on 
January 2Sth. 

The President, in returning thanks, referred 
to the forthcoming issue of the " Odd Polka " 
(dedicated to the i^^tte), which was produced 
on that occasion, and the proceedings then came 
to a speedy end.

SETTE AT LIMMER's HOTEL, APRIL 5, 1895. 

Brethren and Guests, — 

THE moment has now arrived when I am 
to be shorn of the glory and grandeur 
with which I have been surrounded during 
the last twelve months as the President of 
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this illustrious ^ette* It was a great surprise, 
as it was the greatest gratification to me, last 
year to be thought not unworthy of the chief 
office in the 3bt^$ ^^id of the greatest honour 
that can be bestowed upon an ®Mt^ 17olUtlt^ 
by his Brethren. And now, after enjoying for 
one short year all the sweets of office, after 
being filled with the pride of place, and accus- 
tomed to survey my Brethren from the lofty 
eminence of this Chair; after finding every 
word of mine listened to with rapt attention, 
every wish eagerly anticipated, and every call 
obeyed by the dutiful, loyal, and admiring 
Brethren; after wielding the power and enjoy- 
ing the honours, dignities, emoluments and 
perquisites that belong to the high office I 
hold, it is hard, Brethren — ^and I appeal to you 
for sympathy — ^to give up all, and to return 
quietly into the obscurity from whence you 
dragged me forth a year ago, and placed me 
upon this pinnacle of greatness. I can see 
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myself in the future an attendant at these feasts, 
attracted and fascinated by the personality of 
the President for the time being, and saying to 
myself, or to friends I may bring with me — 
*' Aha ! great as he is, and grand as you 
may think him, I was once as great and grand 
and as much admired as he." 

But we have all to do our duty here, whether 
it be agreeable or not, and it is for the President 
to set the example.' And, indeed, if I did not 
speedily perform the duty of getting out of this 
Chair, I suppose the more muscular of the 
Brethren would be marshalled by the Master of 
the Ceremonies, and I should be forcibly re- 
moved, and put down in what has now become 
my proper place. I have remained where I am 
till the last moment, and as I can find no excuse 
for delaying any longer to take farewell of you 
in the capacity of President,! will e'en make 
a virtue of necessity and vacate the Chair 
with as good grace as I canr^eommand. 
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When I look back upon the past year, I find 
nothing but pleasure and satis&ction in having 
undertaken, which I did with many doubts and 
fears, the responsibilities of this office. Whatever 
the result may have been to the ^tXiZ in goieial, 
it has been extremely agreeable to me. For the 
pleasure it has been to me, and for any dq^ree 
of success I may have had, or of sadsfiurtion 
that may have been given to the Brethren, all 
thanks are due to the Brethren themselves, and 
especially to the Officers of the ^ettt* It would 
be impossible for any President to receive more 
universal, more thorough, or more generous and 
enthusiastic support than I have had upon every 
occasion, and upon every question that has arisen 
since I first took office. There has been no un- 
pleasantness, or misunderstanding of any kind, 
and nothing has occurred to give your President 
the slightest trouble or anxiety ; but, on the other 
hand, the Brethren have all generously striven to 
lighten his labours, and to give him every 
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possible assistance and encouragement. I thank 
the Officers and Brethren, one and all, from 
our Ex-President Brother Hollingswortm and 
our senior. Brother Quaritch, for the unvarying 
kindness and ready help I have received from 
them during the last year. 

We have been very fortunate in the Papers 
that have been read, and in the number and 
quality of the additions made to the Opuscula 
of the ii^ette* Brother Silvanus, always ready 
to place his valuable time and great abilities at 
the disposal of the President, gave us, in June 
last, a most interesting Address, illustrated by 
beautiful experiments, upon "Odd Comers in 
Opticks." In July we had a variety entertain- 
ment, at which our Laureate read a poem entitled 
" The Monk and the Soiree," which wa$ printed 
in the last HtW^tl^'y and other Brethren 
displayed on that occasion a very high d^ee of 
musical and vocal talent, some of which was 
previously unsuspected in them, at any rate, by 
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your President In September, we had our 
first and only Meeting upon the sea. We 
voyaged together to Boulogne and back, and 
returned not only in safety, but with all the 
Brethren apparently quite comfortable and 
happy, both in mind and body. A further 
development of musical talent occurred during 
the latter portion of the return journey, in which 
our Ancient Mariner especially distinguished 
himself. I need say no more about that eventful 
voyage, for has it not been described in immortal 
verse by our Historiographer and our Seer^ and in 
what is said to be French prose by that pluralist 
in the Sb^^t our Ready-Reckoner^ Secretary and 
Treasurer. Several striking incidents of the 
sea, and of our experiences on shipboard were 
beautifully sketched by our Ancient Marinery 
and he has very kindly given me his sketches 
for reproduction in the Year-Boke. 

In October we had an exhibition of books 
and other objects of interest by Brothers 
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QuARiTCH, Manning, Anderson, Silvanus, 
Ernest Clarke, Conrad Cooke, and others. 
In November Brother Wheatley, our Recorder^ 
read his paper on "The Early History of the 
Royal Society," when we were honoured by the 
presence of Lord Kelvin, the President of the 
Royal Society, and some of its most dis- 
tinguished Officers and Fellows, Brother 
Wheatley did not accept the suggestion made 
in my opening address last year, that he should 
take as his subject the passages omitted from 
the excellent edition of "Pepys' Diary" he 
is bringing out Perhaps he is reserving that 
for another occasion ; but as the paper he did 
give us was such a great success, I must not 
complain of his choice of subject. 

In December we had a delightful evening, 
when Mr. Walter Raymond recited, in the most 
charming manner, a selection from the Dorset- 
shire poems of William Barnes. Brother Tod- 
hunter read, in January, one of the best 
and most interesting papers we have ever had^ 
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entitled, ''An Essay upon Essays ;" and Brother 
HuiSH read, in February, an erudite and valuable 
dissertation upon "Chinese Snuff Bottles," which 
was accompanied by an exhibition of a large 
number and variety of beautiful and curious 
specimens of that particular form of Chinese 
art work. Our best thanks are due to 
Brother Huish for printing his paper, with 
illustrations, and presenting it to us as an 
Opusculum of the ^ZtXZ \ and also to Brothers 
Wheatley and Todhunter for their laudable 
intention to go and do likewise. 

During the past year our Sette has had the 
happiness to receive into its midst three new 
Brethren, from whom great things are expected. 
These are Brother Sir Stuart Knill, our Port- 
reeve; Brother St. John Hornby, Chapman; 
and Brother Eardley-Wilmot, our Boatswain, 
Various Brethren have also been singled out for 
honourable distinction during the year; and 
nothing rejoices the true ffi.U. heart more than 
to see that the striking merits of a Brother, so 
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well known among ourselves, are at last being 
recognised or rewarded by the outside world. 
Our Stationery Brother Tyler, has been made a 
Baronet; Brother York Powell, our Ignora- 
tnuSy has been appointed Professor of Modem 
History at Oxford; Brother E. Clarke, our 
Yeomatiy has had the honorary d^ee of M.A. 
conferred upon him at Cambridge; and Brother 
WiLSEY Martin, om Laureate^ has been crowned 
by the " Referee ;" and if every other Brother 
has not received some great honour or reward, 
it is only because the world does not know, un- 
fortunately, who are its greatest men. 

It would be ungrateful of me not to remind 
the Brethren how much I have been helped 
during my year of office by our excellent Vice- 
President, Brother Manning; our accomplished 
and versatile Secretary, Brother Bevan ; and 
our correct and dignified M.C., Brother Wilsey 
Martin. I thank them most cordially for their 
ever-ready help and advice^ and for all they have 
done to contribute to our enjOYmtxiX %xA *<^^ 
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success of each meeting. Brothers Manning 
and Bevan have done a vast amount of the 
work, and I have taken much of the credit 
and honour that rightly belong to them. 

But I must not linger, however, any longer 
in the past, great as its attraction may be for 
me. My last words to you, as President, and 
all our thoughts and care, should be with 
r^ard to the future. The wish that is dearest 
to the heart of every ffi.U. is that this Srtte 
should continue to advance and grow stronger 
in those social and intellectual qualities and 
characteristics which first brought, and now 
bind, us together, and which constitute for us 
its attraction and charm. We have recently 
done the best in our power for the immediate 
future of the S^tte, by electing as President 
one who will carry forward the original and 
genuine ®.1:7. spirit and traditions, as these 
have been handed on from year to year, by the 
good Brethren and true, who have successively 
£JJed the office, and are with us in large numbers 
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toni^t to speed the partus President and 
welcome the new. I foresee for tliis StttC. 
under the Presidency of Brother Gertis, our 
Afatheeary, an era of peace and prosperity, a 
time of great enjoyment and haf^ness, and of 
unrestrained pursuit of those praiseworthy objects 
for which we exist — Conviviality and Mutual 
Admiration. Brethren, I now respectfully re- 
sign, as our rules require, the office of President, 
which it has been my honour and happiness to 
hold during the past year.

THE Sette of Odd Volumes shall consist 
of Twenty-one, this being the number 
of volumes of the Variorum Shakespeare 
of 182 1 ; but Supplemental O.V.'s to the 
number of Twenty-one may be elected, 
and incorporated in the Sette as vacancies 
arise. 
2. The Sette of Odd Volumes shall meet on 
the first Friday in every month (unless 
the day be previously altered by the 
President and Councillors), save in those 
months in which no meetings shall be 
held. 
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3. The place and time of Meeting shall be 

fixed by the President and Councillors. 
Seven days' notice thereof shall be sent 
by the Secretary to each Odd Volume. 

4. Candidates for Election into the Sette of 

Odd Volumes shall have previously 
dined at least ttuice with the Sette.

1 1. Any O. V. giving to another O. V. unasked 
advice shall be fined five shillings. 

I a. Annual Subscriptions shall be due on the 
First of April, and shall extend to the 
end of March of the following year. 
Subscriptions of new Odd Volumes shall 
be due for the current year on the day 
of Election. The Election of Office- 
Bearers shall be effected at the Annual 
Business Meeting. 

13. Any Odd Volume leaving his Annual Sub- 
scription unpaid for three months, and 
foiling to pay the same upon one month's 
notice, or failing to attend three dinners 
at least during the Odd Volume year, 
without having within one month after 
notice of such failure satisfied the Coun- 
cillors that he has reasonable cause for

time being. 

3. No P^>er so read shall be issued as one 

of the Opuicula of the Sette until the 
Manuscript has been approved of by 
the Publication Committee, which shall 
consist of the President, Vice-President 
and Secretary for the time being (and 
of two other Members of the Sette to 
be elected in the ordinary manner at 
the Annual Business Meeting). The 
"Imprimatur" of such Publication Com- 
mittee shall be printed on the back 
of the title-page of every Opuseuium 
authorized by them. 

4. The OpMSeuia shall be issued as hitherto, in 

the present form, but the Publication 
Committee shall be empowered in ex- 
ceptional cases to sanction the issue of 
an Opuseuium in any Other form. 

5. The Opuscula shall be printed by the Typo- 
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grapher to the Sette, and in such type as
